The recent Sehwatka Franklin-search 
expedition, however, found that in 
the neighborhood of the Black River, 
the mean winter temperature is not 
far behind that of Yerkoyansk ; of 
course the minimis of both pi 
reach a, much lower figure. It is well 
known that in the tropics, on the 
other hand, the greatest heat is not 
at the equator, hut at some distance 
north and south of it. — Pall Mai!

ing. Ilia plan seems to be that of 
isolation from each other during their 
school coarse, and a greater and more 
free intercoarse with hearing and 
speaking children. He places th* 
of deaf-mute increase and propagation 
upon the sign language, and would 
banish it entirely. We think it will 
be a long, a very long time before the 
language of signs is laid upon the 
the shelf to keep company with the 
hieroglyphics of the* ancients. Even 
th^ articulation method, which he ad- 
vocates, fails to wean the deaf and 
dumb from their convenient and rapid 
style of intercourse with each other. 

graduates of articulation schools 
are eager and zealous advocates of 
signs after they leave school, and we 
find them seeking the company of 
other deaf mutes with a virn and vigor 
that seems to have been made more 
intense through past deprivation. 
There is, however, one consolation for 
those who dread the too rapid increase 
of deaf mutes.

Forests of 
the most famous trees, namely, In- 
dia rubber, bambo, rosewood, mahog 
any, logwood and chika, are found 
here. The vegetation is surpassingly 

rich and luxuriant, the fruits and 
flowers being described as putting 
ours to shame. The nights are OOOi, 
the days warm but pleasant, on account 
of the trade winds, which make the 
climate probably the mosl even and 
delightful in Mm world. The Profes 
sor gave an account of a trip to the 
firry crater of the volcano, and standing

Editor Journal: — It gives me great 
pleasure to send you some paragraphs, 
personal notes, base ball news, and 
others, in order to please the hungry 
readers of your valuable paper, as well 
as to comply with the earnest solicita- 
tion of our certain friends.
